Going 
out he found tlie alley densely filled with 
smoke. It was impossible to distinguish the 
io.-llty of the fire which caused it. The Ire- 
man ran to the end ot the alley, whe.« high 
gatoc enclose It, making with the (nine struct- 
ure a long, narrow room, in which the smoke 
had accumulated, lie succeeded In getting 
tbe gates open, thus cieating a ouiieiit which 
carded ott some of the smoke and thenrc- 
tui^ed Ultry to extinguish the fire, lie 
found, however, that Ithadastiong bold in 
the store room, and In the kitchen, which is 
immediately over the. room where he was at 
work.

women with nothing but a night eUcss, «nd 
pc^fcly a shawl or cloak over their shoulders, 
ant UtUfl children hastily bundled iu blank- 
ets or other wraps. A few wore shoes and a 
i>»at many were In their bare feet 


The fire formed a oaiiler -which prevented 


men sleeping in the amith half of the build- 
ing from robbing another stairway at the 
Bortli end. Hence these, unfortunates, almost 
smothered by smoke, were compelled to 
climb out ou thn roof of the .frame structure 
•which abutted over the alley, and thence 
either lo jump or lower themselves by means 
of a pulley jigged there for ItoUting supplies. 


One poer fellow was seen to shoot dowu the 


staiiway be-fore tlio fito reached the third 
floor, and an hour later his crisped corpse 
w«s found in tho kitchen, near tho foot ol the 
stairs. 


Another employs, although answering to a 


(nil, seems to havo been too much stupefied 
by the smoke to got up, for two hours after- 
ward his dead body was found on a smoking 
mattress.

'Somebody set the building on fire down near 
he foot of the stairs leading from the Inside 
of the hotel to the barber shop, where then 
*«s * little closet uttd for kindling, separated 
by only a wooden partition from the shaft of 
he elevator. The fire «•« «et In that clout. 
Of course It burned through the partition Into 
he hatchway before It went far enough In 
any other direction to be discovered. The 1»- 
ide of the hatchway was saturated With 
oil from the machinery, eepecl»Uy up to the 
hlrd and fourth stories. The flames feeling 
on tills oiled wood msbed right np the bateh- 
vay, bursting out on the third and fourth 
itorles, where it Was first seen from the ont- 
.lde. It was tills burning of tbe oiled wood 
all tlie way up the hatchway that made such 
a dense smoke aud terrible heat. Many of 
hose eared were terribly burned by the heat, 
although they did not come Into contact with 
bo flames.
